France, it was his fate to live too 
long. 


In World War I he stopped the 


Germans at Verdun, 


But in World War II, alter the 


French politicians had let 
their 


country be overrun by the emeny, 
Petain at the age of 84 was called 
on to head his goverment—a call 
which he most unwisely accepted. 


Although France was 
already 


lost some Frenchmen said Petain, 
was a traitor, and after the Allied 
victory 
and 
thc 
liberation of 


France they brought him to trial 
and convicted him. He died yes- 
terday in exile and disgrace at the 
age of 95.

ple. They had no business making 
an 84-year-old hero the goat lor 
their own political errors.

Surplus water on good farmland 


las been a problem 
that 
many 


Hempstead County farmers have 
had to contend with since the coun- 
ty was settled early in the last 
century. Drainage is a rather tech- 
nical- find expensive operation and 
very little farm land was drained 
untils-1030, whon> the government re- 
cognizing this condition began of- 
fering assistance, to farmers thru 
thc Agicultural Conservation Pro- 
gram. 


According to Earl N. Martlndale, 


Chairman of thc Hempstead Coun- 
ty PMA Committee, more than 
5,000 acres of some of the 
best 


farmland in the county has been 
brought into production or other- 
wise bencfitted by Construction of 
drainage 
ditches. Approximately 


500 acres were adequately drained 
in Hempstead County in 1950, under 
the agricultural conservation pro- 
gram, which is administered by 
the Produciton and Marketing Ad- 
ministration, Mr. Martindalc said. 


The chairman further stated that 


with an ever increasing population 
and an expanding defense program, 
increased production can hardly be 
over emphasized. Although much 
has been accomplished in thc drain- 
age program in the county only 
the surface has bnen scratched. It 
has been estimated by agricultural 
groups that about 20,000 acres in 
Hempstead County need an ade- 
quate drainage system.
